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Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 13 is vague and indefinite because "said surface" does not exactly refer 
back to one of the "top surface" or "end surface". Furthermore, it is not clear how the 
surface can extend beyond an "edge" of the same surface. 

Claims 13-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
applicant's prior art admissions in view of Taki '510 and Konishi '210. 

The previous rejection still applies. Claim 13 is vague and indefinite and as best 
understood does not structurally distinguish over the applied art. Claims 14 and 15 are 
rejected as previously. 

Claims 4-10, 16, 17, are allowed. 

Applicant's arguments filed 10 February 2003 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. Arguments regarding claim 13 are unconvincing since the 
claim structure is vague and indefinite. Arguments regarding claims 14 and 15 are 
unconvincing because the prior art teaches termination with an optical coupling agent 
having a refractive index of the appropriate index of refraction, for example 1 .3-1 .5. See 
column 7 of Konishi.
